"1 sent my re- 
fusal through Major Webster to-day. 
I do not know why they happened lo 
select me, and I was very much sui- 
prised when 1 received the letter from 
Canada." 

Neutrality Violated I 

Ou. however, It is claimed, is only 
one of many cadets throughout the 
country that have been receiving such 
offers ; the authorities at Washing* 
ton consider that Canada ix violating 
neutrality in this matter. When Major 
Webster learned of the proposal lo Olt 
he immediately sent a letter to of- 
ficials and an investigation has been 
started. 

Ott's letter from the Canadian re- 
cruiting station which is causing so 
much comment in diplomatic circles, 
follows; 

"Sir, — The Canadian Government has 
authorized the formation of an 'Amer- 
ican born' Canadian battalion for ser 
V b overseas. The headquarters of 
tins battalion are to be at Ixmdon. Out. 
All the officers are to be Americans. 
The regimental officers have already 
received their commissions, but many 
subalterns arc still needed for the 
handling of new recruits. 

"This department is at present in 
Search of able young Americans who 
arc willing to serve and ale eligible to 
lieutenancies In said battalion. 

"Your work in ihc university cadet 
Corps has been In ought lo our atten- 
tion, and on authority of the depart- 
ment I am ofieriug you a commission 
as second lieutenant in this battalion, 
to take effect upon the completion of 
one month's service in the officers' 
(raining corps, tendon. Ont. 

"If you wish lo accept, this commis- 
sion, you will notify mo within one 
week's time, and will then receive or- 
ders of assignment and will be expect- 
ed to report yourself on December 
IS for immediate service ai ihc post 
designated.

After passing through the 
Montreal High School, be attended 
classes nt McGill for a time, and final- 
ly went m Bishop's College, Lennox* 
ville, where he took his B.A. in 1SSI, 
and bis M.A. in 1884, The degree of 
D.t'.L. was granted lo him by Bish- 
op's in 1902. Later, Rev, Canon Scoti 
studied hi King's College.

A splendid tribute to the conduct 
and efficiency of the mcu under his 
command was paid by Colonel II. S. 
Birkett, of No. I! Canadian General 
Hospital (McGill) at the regular meet- 
ing of the Medical Undergraduate So- 
ciety last night. 

Dr. V. J. Shepherd, 'who was the 
first speaker on the programme, gave 
an elaborate and interesting lecture 
on "Skin Diseases." An attractive fea- 
lure of the talk was the use of lunlern 
slides to bring the exact mailers un- 
der discussion before the audience in 
a clear manner. 

There were four phases of the sub- 
ject brought up and dealt with In de- 
tail, namely, Herpes, Lues, Lupus and 
those skin diseases which are slcf- 
inflictcd for the purpose of enlisting 
sympathy. Many particular cases 
were brought up and accounts of ac- 
tual experience lent more interest lo 
the talk. 

The applause which greeted the 
speaker at the conclusion of his re- 
mark:, showed beyond all doubt that 
ihc lecture was much appreciated. 

A vote of thanks was moved by A. 
Goldbloom, of the fifth year, w ho cited 
the successful career of Dr. Shepherd, 
and (lie benefit Ihc present filth-year 
meds. bad received from the lectures 
of the doctor who taught anatomy to 
them in their first year. The vote 
w as seconded by G. Desauluiers, ot the 
fourth year. 

The meeting then adjourned lo the 
Assembly Hall where Messrs. 
O'Rcgan, Barrett and Mahcr gave a 
musical selection, which was much ap- 
preciated. 

Jus». Hun Colonel Dirketl arrived 
in company with Professor* Shepard 
and Thornton, and was greeted with 
loud cheering. 

Colonel Birkett, being called upon, 
discussed at length ihc work of the 
unit from the time it left Canada until 
the present. 

The basis of the excellency and ef- 
ficiency of the Hospital was the fine 
(raining received before leaving. The 
life on board ship on the way over 
was varied by liroboat and lifebelt 
drill. A tribute whs paid to the con- 
duct of the men who were quartered 
in the steerage. 

Tribute lo Ilie >avv. 

Approaching England, wireless mes- 
sages were received rrom (he Admir- 
alty lo the effect that they would be 
met. at 9,30 by destroyers to accom- 
pany Hie ship to port. The night in 
question was pitch dark, and of course 
all lights were put out. Tt seemed Im- 
possible that the advices received 
would be carried oui. At exactly D.L'S 
Ihey were hailed, and upon answering 
found that tho convoy had arrived. 
"Thai." said Colonel Birkett, "is an 
example, of the efficiency of the Brit- 
ish navy." 

Arriving in England, (he ship was 
unloaded in record lime, and entrained 
for Shornclirfe. With practically no 
rest and less food, the men cheerfully 
went about their work. The train 
stopped at a station where a 1 unci; 
counter was established, and In less 
thau live minutes nothing edible wa* 
to be seen. Telegraphic messages 
were sent ahead of the train, and all 
other lunch counters were found 
locked when they arrived. 

The lents tt Shorncliffe were 
I itched in record tune, and altogeU. :r 
the men were on duty some t.we.iry- 
fivo hours with very little food. II if 
they remained three werk?, and watt 
further drilled in the work before 
them. About I o'oloek they marched 
under scaled orders to a sla.tion, 
whence a train brought them to a 
dock and they embarked m a ship 
which was, to use (be Colonel's own 
words, "actually filth) and more fit 
for cattle than for men." 

They were convoyed by destroyers 
to France where the dock hands de- 
clared it would take at least two days 
to unload the boat. The .McGill nica 
proceeded to do it in 12 hours. They 
moved to Boulogne, and (here rested 
a short time. Next, they marched lo 
Camicrs, some thirteen miles away, 
and pitched camp in a beautiful val- 
ley. The evening of their arrival Col. 
Birkett and (he men felt played out 
and lay down on the floors for a little 
rest An nfflcei, sticking his head into 
th< Colonel's quarters, asked: "Will 
I order church parade to-morrow ?" 
"My remarks." said Colonel Birkett, 
were more descriptive than elo- 
quent."

A PATRIOTIC APPEAL FOR 
LKAL rR01UDIT10>. 

To the Editor of The McGill Daily: 

Ou the Kb December last a very 
instructive address was delivered at 
the Canadian Club, Ottawa, by the 
Hon. It. H. Brand, C.M.Q., of London, 
on "How Englaud is Paying For tho 
War and How Canada Can Help." 

The speaker explained the enor- 
mous financial burdens which Britain 
is carrying, and that only by rigid 
economy and by increasing the 
wealth-producing powers of the coun- 
try, would Canada lie able to help. 

How to attain this end should be 
tbo aim of Government and people. 

While not directly indicating the 
manner in which Canada could ac- 
complish tbis, be referred to the enor- 
mous waste from drink, stating that 
In 1913 the British expenditure on 
drink amounted tu $830,000,000, be- 
sides the loss of thousands of tons of 
barley aud the productive employment 
of tens of thousands of men, "and the 
final result Is that all this drink goes 
down the pcoplo's throat and nothing 
Is left." 

Mr. Brand was too courteous to ap- 
ply this to Canada, but left the appli- 
cation for us.

The University Should Be a Complains That We Arc Not In- 



Great Bulwark of Democracy 
— More Subjects Needed.

There Is a great place for the uni- 
versity in a democracy, but the uni- 
versity of to-day docs not fill that 
place. This was the assertion of Dr. 
S. G. Bland, of Wesley Collese, Win- 
nipeg, in a lecture before the Winni- 
peg People's l'orum recently. He said 
that instead of being alive to the great 
social problems or the age, the univer- 
sity was indifferent to them. It had 
a cool head, but it had ulso a cool 
heart. 

The title of Dr. Bland's address was 
"The Placo uf the University in a 
Democracy." J. S. Woodswortb pre- 
sided at the meeting. 

From the history of universities, 
said Dr. Bland, in opening, there was 
much to indicate that they did not fit 
into democracy, that they were pre- 
vailingly aristocratic. Their Influ- 
ence bad seemed a divisive one, and 
university degrees had seemed the hall 
mark ot ihe upper class. No wonder 
there was not any great love for the 
university among ihe people. And yet 
the rise of the university marked the 
rise ot the great democratic move- 
ment. In the upward trond the people 
had first seized the key to knowledge. 
Then the world ot religion had been 
opened to them, so that they enjoyed 
the right to think . for themselves. 
Next had come the conquest of the po- 
litical sphere by the people. There 
would soon be no civilized country in 
which the people did not control the 
government. But all these successes 
would be worthless unless there were 
also democratic control of wealth. The 
hist, most glorious and fruitful tri- 
umph would conio when the people 
learned to control the economic life 
of the nation. '

ity As In Present War. 



Miss Rouse, Secretary of the Stud- 
ents' Federation, gave an interesting 
address yesterday afternoon, in Ihe 
Royal Victoria College, on the relation 
of tho Student Volunteer movement 
and the war. 

Mrs. F. D. Adams introduced the 
speaker, who samViu part: 

The first question usually asked me 
is: lias Volunteer Student work stop- 
ped in Europe on account of the war? 
I answer that, all hough the work has! 
received a severe blow, the movement ', 
is still going on. Last spring, the 
committee of the World's Student i'ed- 
oration should have met In Austria, i 
Tho war. Of course, prevented this. 
The sad pari of tho conflict is that 
men who have met in these Austrian 
conferences may meet each other as 
adversaries on the field ot battle. This 
is, indeed, a tragedy. 

Dr. Molt and 1 called a meeting ot 
tho Students' Christian Federation in 
Taris. Many women attended, but 
only four men were present, three of 
whom were going to the war in two 
weeks. The remaining one had poor 
eyesight and could not Join. Switzer- 
land is so divided in thought aboul 
the war, thai, in the military camps it 
is dangerous to mention (he subject. 
In Russia, unlike England, the stud- 
ents are going on with their work In 
the Universities, anil have not so far 
been called upon for military service. 
In Finland there is academic aloof- 
ness from tho war, secured by paying 
a sum of money to Russia. The most 
serious part of the war is that so 
many of the fino men who look a 
prominent pari in Christian work, and 
to whom we had looked as leaders, 
have gone to fight, never to return. It 
looks, indeed, as If a serious blow had 
been dealt to the work of Iho Sludenl 
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Lieut. M, O'Halloran, Arts '1Û, who 
lofi Canada a few weeks ago with a 
draft ^frotn tho 32nd Battery. f.F.A., 
has been, transferred in Engund.tp 
the Ammunition Column of tlio 7th 
Brigade artillery.

tiou it would be a groat bulwark of 
democracy. The chief function of a 
university was io train cxperls and to 
diffuse the scientific spirit. Tt wan 
necessary for the uation to recognize 
the value of the expert and to make a 
great use of his sen-ices. Germany's 
economic success was largely due to 
ibc marvellous extent to which, sci- 
ence and industry went hand inland 
In Germany. In that respect/ every 
nation would have to copy Germany or 
be hopelessly outdistanced in the race 
for commercial supremacy. By equip- 
ping and assisting the university to 
train more and more cxj>orts, the 
democratic nations would be helping 
to bring order out of the political and 
industrial chaos of to-day. 

But, further, the university might 
aid the cause of democracy by taking 
up more subjects. Around the college 
of arts and sciences there should be, 
said Dr. Bland, a school of pedagogy, 
a school of music, a school of art, a 
school of architecture, schools of all 
the branches of engineering, a school 
of medicine, a school of dentistry, a 
school of pharmacy, a school of law, 
possibly a school of railway engineer- 
ing (as at McGill), a school of forestry 
and a school of municipal manage- 
ment. . 

I'redids Karly DUappcaranvc. 

Dr. Bland, referring to the sugges- 
tion that there should be a school of 
municipal management, predicted the 
early disappearance of tho civic gov- 
ernment now in vogue in Canada. The 
present system he described as clumsy 
and unscientific, wasteful and plan- 
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the students, for they were split up by 
language feeling, race feeling, and po- 
litical and religions fcoliug. Women 
studenls of Belgium have a most per- 
verted idea of Christianity. Russians,! 
Tolcs, Jews, Greeks and Italians, who 
arc in liclgium Universities, also have , 
prejudices against Christianity. These 1 
students have now found refuge In' 
English and Dutch Universities. This 
is where the opportunity for service 
comes in. English women and men 
students havo begun this movement of 
friendly brotherhood attitude towards 
theso foreigners. These people aro 
amazed to find that the Student 
Christian Federation is behind this at- 
titude. At a conference many Chris- 
tian scientific men met these foreign- 
ers, and were able to straighten out 
some of the difficulties in connection 
with their idea of Christianity. 

"The women students in lCurope aro 
for the most, part remaining at college 
to fit themselves to fill ihe places va- 
cated by their brothers. There Is also 
great work for men to do. who can- 
not go to war, by helping the men tn 
the trenches, and those in prison 
camps. 

"Much assistance has been given to 
the men in Ihe trenches by the circu- 
lation of religious matter and Testa- 
ments among them. Many Austrian 
students have found Christ in the 
trenches who never felt Ills influence 
in the University. 

"The Student Christian Federation 
has permission in Russia lo hold 
meetings in its own rooms. Christian- 
ity is most earnestly sought by the 
Russian student, and arter the war

The 
most stupid mothod of city govern- 
ment was the committee method, and 
the lecturer said he was surprised mat 
some persons had seriously proposed 
that Winnipeg should return to the 
committee plan. In order to get ef- 
ficiency, It. was necessary to have re- 
sponsibility precisely fixed on men 
capable ot bearing the responsibility. 
This was impossible with the commit- 
tee plan. The profound dissatisfaction 
which was being expressed with Win- 
nipeg's government might forco the 
citizens to adopt a method which had 
been in use in Germany for a genera- 
tion, namely, the method of having a 
city governed by a board of directors. 

Other ways in which tlie university 
could assist the democracy were spec- 
ified by Dr. illand. He spoke or the 
desirability of having a school for 
librarians, a bcuooI of social service, 
and schools for journalism, commerce 
and banking.

irooni with twelve beds for emergency 
•cases, a kitcheu, and storerooms. This 
arrangement did not suit, and Colonel 
Iiirkctt arranged for a change. The 
emergency roo.ni was divided into 
cubicles, containing four opcratius 
tables, and the big operating room 
"was used for septic cases. When the 
•0. C. tho district, who at first ap- 
proved of the suggested changes, next 
visited the hospital, he fouud It very 
ihusy and five operations being per- 
formed at once. IK was amazed at 
Itho initiative of the Canadian and do'j 
jelared: "Birkott, ypu're all rifiUt. 
Carry on!" 

Colonel Birkett spoke of the menial 
duties performed by the men and of 
itho magnificent manner in which they 
carried out work of this kind. It was 
iHlways done willingly. As an Iima.ice 
!Of this, tbe floor of the operating 
'room was made of hoards, with per- 
manganate of potash rubbed in by tho 
liands of the students. Vet there were 
jio complaints. 

Colonel Birkett touched upon the 
(•system in operation upon the arrival 
•of .convoys from the front. The pa- 
tients were divided into two groups— 
jthe "sitters" and tho "liere." The 
convoys were liable to arrive at all 
hours of the night, yet there was never 
a. grumble from the men. The con- 
rroys increased in number from 35 at 
;the start to t'50 at one. time, and as 
.they Increased, so did the efficiency of 
[the staff. Finally, a man could be ad- 
mitted in 20 seconds.
